THH EUREKA FLOOD. 


We copy below the comments of 


the •looal press on the late flood at 
Eureka: 


• THU FLOOD. 
[Eureka Leader.] 


At twenty minutes past, six .o'clock 


last evening tbe alarm whistles at the 
Richmond and other places sounded, 
and couriers upon pauting horses 
caiae:daiaU'iug into town bearing the 
intelligence that a flood was coming. 
The fire-bells rang their wild alarm, 
bringing every one upon the streets 
»f the shortest notice. 
•' Warned by 


the terrible catastrophe of foar years 
ago, uearly all of the residents in tbe 
eiposed part of' the fcxwri .betook 
themselves to the hill skirting along 
Spring street, and with blanched 
cheeks and faltering hearts awaited 
the impending fate; 
For a moment 


there was a faint hope in the breasts 
of aoma that it was a false alarm, bat 
the.Bullen roar of'the mighty waters 
far up the canyon,soon dispelled all 
doubts. At just half past sis o'clock 
the great column of water ruthe.l 
down, upon Eureka. The water siied 
to the south of the town embraces a 
trafit of country some 30 miles, in 
•width by( 12;to IS in'IenBtn, w.hioh 
pours its waters through Eureka, Sn-' 
cret, New 'York and Goodwin can- 
yons, and flowing through the de- 
bouches npon the great level waste 
to the north. 
Baring the afternoon; 


the vicinity had been refreshed with 
grateful showers, and nothing 'an1 
usual betokened the coming disaster, 
The clouds bang low,- black and 
heavy about Prospect mountain from 
•5 to 6 o'clock, and the vivid light- 
ning and crashing thunder gave 
proof of the awful majesty of the 
elements in commotion. 
As the 


pent np waters came pouring out of 
Pinto canyon, the scene was' fearful 
to behold. 
A column of water from 


twelve to fifteen feet in height, rush'- 
ing with.resistless fury, burst upon 
the town, covering everything. Wore 
it. 
Fortunately the gradual filling: 


Dp of the streets at tbe mouth of the 
ouhyon divided the force of the tor- 
rent and distributed it over a large 
area, thereby greatly lessening "its 
destructive force. The water anme 
in vast columns down Main, Buel 
and Spring streets, bearing.before it 
everything cdoveable. 
Horses went 


•whirling'along its' course,, great 
quartz wagons were tossed about and 
piled up in confusion, lumber,- bales 
of hay, wood and timbers, snapping 
and crashing under the pressure, 
From the hillsides hundreds watched 
with almost pulseless hearts the ang- 
ry waters as they circled and daubed 
against their houses, and the- slow 
minutes seemed hours to them while 
their all waa 'imperiled. " By eevea 
o'clock the flood had nsaohtid its 
height, and soon Commenced '•' rebed 
ing; by half past seven it had nearly 
till left the streets and found'an out- 
let through the big ditch. 


It was onrrently reported that a 


number of lives were lost, bat-after 
careful inquiry we do not find the 
reports well ctinflrined, though it is 
highly probable that such might 
have been the case., The destruction 
of property has been immense, but 
we are not now able to approximate 
closely its amount. ' It will not be 
less than $70,000, and may eioeed 
that sum. 
As compared with the 


great flood of four yearn ago—July 
27th—the volume of water was larger 
than what flowed through the canyon 
at that time.. The den;ruction of 
property would have been ten-fold 
greater than it is bad not the water 
ran so widely distributed, having 
three broad streets down which it 
flowed, In other columns of the 
Leader we give particulars as fully as 
oar reporters have been able to gath- 
er them np to the time of going to 
press. While we regret tbe destruc- 
tion of property,' we may yot be 
thankful that out calamity is no 
worse; and as we remember that 
mighty wave, with its angry onriing 
crust thfU bent down upon the town 
In overpowering strength, we ire 
surprised that tbe rain wrought is no 
greater than it is.

OUR WASHINGTON LETTER. 


WASHINGTON, August 9,1378. 


The "oldest inhabitant" has been 


put to his trumps to match Monday's 
terrific storm of rain and hail, accom- 
panied by lightning and thunder of a 
phenomenal character, and by wind 
traveling with a velocity above 70 
miles an hour, veering so constantly 
and rapidly that it "boxed" the com- 
pass several times within the hour 
that flooded us with a rain fall of al- 
most 2% Inches in depth.

THE PHENOMENA 


Connected with this notable storm 
was unusual and oat of the ordinary 
course. Small, irregular clouds of a 
ragged, ominous appearance, harried 
in from every quarter of the brazen 
firmament to mass themselves in one, 


little northeast of the city, whence 


it moved down on ns. So low was it 
the lightning seemed to leap out of 
the surrounding atmosphere only a 
few feet above our heads. Windows 
in the thick granite walls of the De- 
partmental buildings were seriously 
shaken by the thunder's reverbera- 
tions. 
Lightning struck in more 


than a dozen places within city lim- 
its, but only one life was lost, and 
that from the fall of an undermined 
building. The foundations of many 
were washed oat, more or less com- 
pletely demoralizing them. There 
was a perfect wreck of trees, chim- 
neys, fences, awnings, windows, gar- 
dens, of everything, in short, that 
wind, water, hail or the subtile fluid 
alone or in combination could affect. 
Cellars were flooded all over the city 
and there is hardly a sewer that es- 
caped damage. Water was from a 
few inches to tea feet deep in oar 
streets from the falling rain or burst- 
ed sewers. On the whole tens of 
thousands of dollars will not suffice 
to repair damages on oar drainage

Trip to Pyramid. 


It is a long and dreary ride from 


Reno to Pyramid city, , but as your 
correspondent bad several compan- 
ions on the trip, the time passed ofl 
quite pleasantly. Passing down the 
Trnckee msadowa for five or six 
miles, the view presented to the 'eye 
is quite pleasant, as the second crap 
of alfalfa is no doubt ready to be cut 
and the excellent looking, farms, 
many of them having nice honges 
built upon them, show that we have 
one of the finest and most progres- 
sive valleys in the State, '.Reaching 
the north-east portion of the valley 
we leave it behind as, and enter the 
foot hills, which .being, small are 
quickly passed, and wa enter tie 
south end of 


SPANISH SPRING VALLEY, 


Which has been published so exten 
sivaly, of late, as a fine place to pur 
oh .se land and cultivate (he soi 
thereby making green fields of grait 
out of what is now a vast wilderness 
ofaagabrush. This valley contains 
many thousand acres of first-class 
laud, which if cultivated might be 
made to produce any kind of grain 
or vegetables, which are raised any 
where in this State. The slope is 
gradual toward 
i he east and if the 


Orr Ditch should be extended along 
the western side of the volley, it 
woald afford irrigation facilities for 
the entire valley. T, E. Haydon has 
purchased a section of land from the 
Government in this valley and has 
constructed a ditch from \ the Orr 
Ditch to his land 
which1 conveys 


water sufficient to irrigate a large 
portion of his ranch. He has about 
sixty acres already cleared off, a 
greater portion of which is sown 
with alfalfa. Some grain was raised 
upon his place this year,; but the 
larger portion of the crops was des- 
troyed by rabbits. Mr. Haydon was 
not discouraged by any such misfor- 
tune and is still clearing more land 
and preparing for a more extensive 
farming business, and we predict 
that before many years have passed, 
this valley will be a very productive 
one, all that is necessary is piraeve- 
ranee and capital. At the head of 
the valley we teach 


DEEP WELLS, 


Where there is only one house, 'one 
barn, one well, and one Widow 
Woman. Here may be fonnd accom- 
modations for the weary traveler, to 
refresh himself with food and water. 
It is a dreary place for the inhabitant 
to live, bat an oasis to the traveler. 
After leaving this place we pais a 
divide and enter 


WABM SPRING VALLBT, 


Which is quite an extensive one, 
having at least sixty thousand acres 
of land, and containing only two or 
three houses, and they are situated 
in the north end of the valley. The 
hills surrounding the valley afford 
very good pasturage for the wunder- 
ing herds of cattle which remain 
there dnring the summer season, bat 
in the winter they all come down in 
the valley and bronso upon the sage 
brush and white sage. The last 
named article is quite abundant and 
is good feed for both cattle and 
horses. It is bitter in the Summer 
so that stock will not eat it, but as 
soon as the frost oomea, the bitter 
taste disappears and is eaten very read 
ily by all kinds of wild stock.. We 
now enter the mountains and in almost 
every ravine may be found miners' 
cabins, some of which are inhabited, 
while others are deserted, the owners 
having given up the search of gold 
and nlver in the claims which 'they 
were prospecting, and gone to new 
fields of operation. About dark we 
reached 


PYRAMID our, 


And then camped for the night. We 
were very kindly oared for by Mr. 
Hymers, proprietor of the hotel of 
that place. Arising the next morn- 
ing, we proceeded to take a look at 
the surrounding country, and note 
its mineral worth. The mines all 
seem to be situated on the highest 
hills in the country, and it mast 
have required a very ambitious man 
to have discovered them in the first 
place. The oroppings from most of 
the leaves, seaui to be very distinct, 
and they may be followed for miles 
in their course. The miners in the 
Sherman Mine have just struck« 
very rich utreak of ora which I 
should judge was a spur from the 


main ledge which if followed might 
develop itself into one of the finest 
mines in the camp. Some very good 
ore is being taken out of the Jones & 
Einkead mine, and we are informed 
that the Company intend to build a 
mill soon, for the purpose of crush- 
ing their own ore for which they are 
now paying high rate* to have it 
milled. They are also about to let a 
contract for the construction of a 
tunnel from the main ravine to the 
ledge. This will be about one thon- 
'sand feet in length and will strike 
the ledge several hundred feet below 
the surface. The Crown Prince mine 
is a very fine and promising one, and 
is situated directly east of the Jones 
& Einkead. They have done a con 
siderable amount of work on the 
mine and at present are poshing for- 
ward the work on a tunnel, which 
will strike the ledge over 460 feet be- 
low the surface. They have also a 
mill site in connection with their 
mine, upon which they intend to 
boildamill as soon as practicable.

A 
considerable capital has already been 
used to develop the mines, and some 
very good ore has been taken from 
them, with a prospect of getting very 
much more. There ore many other 
claims in Pyramid which have been 
worked to some extent, but not suffic- 
iently prospected to ascertain their 
real worth; but at some fature time I 
hope to be able to report farther de- 
velopments. A rain had fallen dnr- 
ing the day and our company con- 
cluded to return home in the night, 
as the rain had laid the dust, and 
considering the fact that the moon 
rose early, there was no objections to 
riding after dark, so our fiery steeds 
were turned toward Reno, which 
place we reached in safety jast before 
the dawn of the rising son lit up the 
eastern horizon.

The people of 
England are ready to bestow wealth, 
office and title upon wboaonver doeH 
the nation good service, but the Gar- 
ter is an honor hitherto reserved from 
the common prizes of ambition. It 
is only when British gratitude be- 
comes peculiarly effusive and seeks 
the most extravagant method of ex- 
pressing its satisfaction that the Gar- 
ter is given away.
